Inexpensive Menus

’7e have received requests for inex¬ 
pensive menus and meet substitutes,

TO JOUPFALISTIC CLUB I4EMDEPS 


The Greenbelt Journalistic Club had 
as its fuest speaker Oscar A. Anderson 
Thursday night, January 27, Hr spoke 
on the subject of policy-makinp for 
publications. 

Addressing some 20 members of the 
club, !vir. Anderson poirtod out the ad¬ 
vantages of adopting a definite course 
early in th-; game so thut the board of 
directors will have some guidance and 
purpose in its v/ork. 

Re has had some experience along 
these lines, havin» been a co-l’curider 
of a small magazine for v;hich he was 
called upon to help adopt a definite 
course of action, ('The magazine wp.s 
quoted in last week’s issue of the Co- 
operator in r.’r, Custer's letter regard 
ing the Rational Encyclopedia,) 

Quoting parts of an editorial in the 
New York Times, Mr, Anderson illustra¬ 
ted how the policy pf th( paper came 
out in the headline and the wording, 
and explained that in any paper it ap¬ 
pears not only in editorials, but also 
in all the headlines and in the shading 
of news articles,’ 

Speaking of pa.pers in general, he 
referred to three kinds:. First, the 
kind where there is one man v.'-ho deter¬ 
mines just what stand the paper will 
take—the owner. Very often the deci- 
sions as expressed from time to time 
are n'^t consisttr t. Second, t}ie group 
thf't allows the assio.tant editor to 
have some say in the forma.tirn of poli¬ 
cies. Third, those that have a group 
or board set up for this purpose. 

Questioned as to the size of the 
group which should be authorized to a- 
dopt the policies for the Cooporator, 

Mr. Andersen stated tiiat Groenbelt's 
paper vms unique. Here the paper is j 
published by a large group—the Journalis¬ 
tic Club--and th^.t organization should j 
have a policy-making Aody th^-.t is repre- j

Flans of these organizations are unique, in thrt preventive medicine and 
h^ o Lih education are to be stressed, Arrangf'ments will be made v;ith local phy¬ 
sicians to render services to members of the group who wish to subscribe to a 
master contract between the doctors and the associations. It is expected that the 
associations will grow rapidlj', expanding s'^rvices until the member subscribing 
will be receiving: complete care. 

"Arrangements will be made for general practitioner's care as the 
membership grows and conditions warrant," th^ Directors of the Cooperative Health 
ation of Nev; York stated, "services will be expanded until they are all- 
in-: '-usive but even with the limited service in the beginning it will still be 
pc;.- )ible for the doctors to render about 90^^ of all needed preventive services. 
Efibrts will be made to c^-nduct meetings and classes on health subjects and health 
education. This educational work will be carried on not only among the membership 
bo.t for the general p'.iblic". The Bureau of Ccopcra>.tive Medicine is now studying 
qualifications of doctors so th‘t the associrtions vdll be certain thj.t all doctor 
associated v;ith them will be competent.
